Bicycle and T t Ic j c Io Exhibition—The Fa 
vori tes Left in the Races — One of the 
Curiosities of the Pavilion. 


The interest in the fair Rrows more intense 
with each Huzceeiin# d ay. E ach train ar­ 
riving in thejcicy brings ui ire visitors, while 
the trains leaving carry bat few people away. 
The city now helios to resemble a “ Con­ 
clave ” on a small scale. One of the attrac­ 
tions at the Park yesterday was a bicycle and 
tricycle exhibition. The races were exceed­ 
ingly interesting, and much money changed 
hands. Tne neat arrangement of the Pa­ 
vilion and of the exhibits causes many com­ 
plimentary remarks to fall from the lips of 
even old attendants at these fairs. 


th e pa v ilio n. 
All day yesterday ladies and children 
thronged the Pavilion. The art gallery is 
now in splendid Rhape, and catalogues are in 
the hands of visitors. The First Artillery 
Pand began the rendering of their pro­ 
gramme a few minutes after 7 o’c’o.k last 
evening. M ary times during the rendering 
of «orne of the choice selections, a temporary 
lull seemed to come over the assembled 
throng as the musically inclined lent an at­ 
tentive ear to the cweet B tr a in s . One of the 
CURIOSITIES OF THE FAIR 
Is the 41 bng ” exhibit of Matthew Cooke. In 
tbs east room of the second story is 
hibit of insects injurious to vegetation, etc. 
They are placed on tables 22 feet 1 <rg and 7 
feet wide. Toe insects are in neat cafes and 
each specie is labeled wi h the scientific at d 
plain English name. There are also on ex­ 
hibition pump*, hose, nrzzles, etc., and gla3s 
j »rs containing the Tarima solutions of lye, 
etc., for use on trees, with the various alkali- 
meters for testing their strength. Oa the 
tables are some very fiae microscopes, to show 
the minute pestp, euuh as phylloxera, etc ; 
and specimens of infeHted fruit in alcohol, 
which were exhibited by Mr. Cooke in 1S80. 
Commencing at the end of the tables as 
you enter the inclosed space, in the first case 
are fine si>ecim°cs of tarantulas, aho of the 
sand wasps, Pompe! tid<r.or what are common’y 
known as tarauiuia hawks ; there are aleo 
specimens of centipedes, one of which is 
netrly six ircbes in length. 
Tiie stcood Ci8 3 contains specimens of 
thrips, and vari -ud grubí and caterpillars 
boring in the wood of the curiftDt kcust, etc. 
Tne third contains specimens of the Turnus 
butterfly in all its s’ag-s. Next are the graj e 
insects, including the phylloxera, actremou, 
sphinx (in all its stage*), the steel-blue grape 
fl^a, beetle, th«* imported flea-teetle, vine- 
hoppers, white-lined sphinx (in all it atabes); 
also the large Pri *nes htetlts (in all their 
Btag ’s) the orrub of which beetles infest the 
roots of vrapevinet» aud roots of fruit trees, 
and the Polycaon be ids, that bu rovs in the 
canes of grapevines and branches of various 
kinds of free*. 
The above ar? f illow0 1 by a fine colbction 
of Darkling beetle ( Tencbrionidfr) which 
have until this season been considered harm­ 
less by scientists, but have destroyed thirty- 
tiva acres of grapes in one locality, and alfal- 
‘ , etc., in others. 
The skipjack beet'ea ( Elatcridir), nr what 
is commonly called the wue-worui beetle*, 
are represented by a fine collection ef speci­ 
mens. Ntarly thirty Dptcimena of wood-boring 
beetles are in one case, representing the 
bsw- horned, lung-horned, and eeveral other 
species. 
The le if-eating beetles (Chryiomolider) are 
represented by nearly forty species. 
The potato peats are about ten species, in­ 
cluding the blister beetles, Colorado potato 
beetle, tortoise beetles, etc. 
Next in line cornos the codlin moth, the 
enemy of apple and pe*r crops ; the peach 
moth, a new pest on the peach, apricot, 
nectarine, plum and strawberry. 
The tent-caterpilUr; three species are 
phowp, la connic ion with the species called 
De I.ong’s moth are shown a case of eggs, 
part of those collected by Mr. De Long when 
exterminating the m >ch on his premises, 
which was t if-¿dually accomplishsd. Thir­ 
teen species of cat-worm moths are to bs 
Seim in one ca*e, besides many other varieties 
of destructive moth*. The saw flies are rep­ 
resented by the pear-duga, pear-leaf cater­ 
pillars, currant saw-H/ and the red-bodied 
saw-fly, a new pest in the orchards. 
The red spider and yellow mite, false 
cinch bug. apple bucculatrix, ap-ieo. leaf- 
rolle”, dried iruit moths and various speci­ 
mens of butte fl p®, the larvm of which are 
injurious to growing crop*, are repreaented 
by various specimens. 
The cal b ge pjsta are *ha Persia moths 
and caterpillar*, the cabbage batteiflj\ the 
harlequin cabbage bug, aphis, etc. 
A fiae collection cf specimens of scale in­ 
sects on branches, f diage, fruit, etc.; al«o 
nearly two hundred specimens mounted for 
microscopic use. 
The piant-lica of the various species are 
nearly twenty in number, including the 
wheat aphis that appeared íd such numbers 
last spring. Among the latest specimens in 
this large collection, and not the least by 
anv means, is the wneat j -int-worm. 
Mr, Co ¡ire is assisted at the tables by two 
of the Agassiz Association young men— 
Messrs. Paudry and Devlin. 
FARM PRODUCTS. 
The PoDoma Grange’s exhibit of the re­ 
sources of S moma county is attracting much 
attention. The display of cereals and vege­ 
table seeds is made iu regular size sample but­ 
tles, arranged in terraces. Each sample is 
labeled, showing the grower’s name, the par­ 
ticular part of the county in which it is 
gruwD, aud the number of bushels of yield per 
acre. There are 02 samples of wheat, 25 
lacphB d barley, 24 samples of corn in bo> 
ties and 15 in the ear, 20 samples of oats and 
buckwheat, 1 of fl »xf 17 samples of vegeta­ 
ble seeds. There are also 8 samples of wool, 
9 of gra^s seeds. 4 of charcoal, 4 of tan bark, 
1 of orange*, 1 of English Walnuts, I of 
chestnuts, 2 of hops. 9 of gra*se* in bu aches, 
14 of grain in sheaf, 2 of woolen goods, from 
the Petaluma ar.d the Santa Rusa woolen 
mills. There are also 12 samples cf wine from 
G. Hood’s Geyser vineyard, and 12 of wine 
from I. D¿ Turk's vineyard, at Santa Rosa; 12 
samples of sno-dried fruit from F. F. Ennis, 
of “ Sunny Knoll;” 6 varieties of facto*y- 
dried fruit from G. N. Whitaker, of Santa 
Rosa. Mr. Whitaker is in charge of this ex- 
hibi\ and is very attentive to visitors and ap­ 
parently takes much pride in showiog the 
re*onrc?8 of his county. 
Williamson Bro?., of Fenryo, Placer coun­ 
ty, have the largest aud the finest general ex­ 
hibit of green tree fruit in the Pavilion. 
Tney have 200 plates of all kinds, embracing 
apples, pears, peaches, quinces, plums, or- . 
anges, Japanese persimmons, almonds and 1 ?*^rc.h: , 
figs. These samp'es were grown in the foot- Qt|opu e................... 


beets, tomatoes, watermelons, mudccoelons, 
sgg plants, and vegetables of all kinds ; 
peches, figs, apples, grapes and other kinds 
of fruits, both green and dried. This is one 
< f the most elaborate general displays ia the 
Pavilion. 
Mra. Thomas Hague, of Sacramento, has 
entered sweet green corn, tomatoes and 
beets. 
John Smith exhibits Hubbard squashes 
and tomatoes. He has also entered a uieplay 
of teazles.

Isaac Lea, of Florin, this cuunty, has an 
exhibit which show3 the success with which 
he has met ia raiding licorice rcot. 
W. K Strong & C o, commission mer­ 
chants of this city, have entered a “ display 
of fruit by dealer.*' It is a very creditable 
exhibit. Mo it of it was grown at their fruit 
ranch near Penryn, Placer county. 
Yesterday some very fine samples of 
George’s late cliog peach and Heath’s cling 
peach, grown by George L. ThrelkeJ, of New­ 
castle, were brought in. They are the largest 
yet exhibited, and it is doubtful if they can 
be excelled. These peaches arrived too late 
to enter for a premium, or they would un­ 
doubtedly have carried off one of the prizes, 
the ex- ' Newcastle has become famous throughout the 
coast for its fine fruit.

J. T. Stoll, of this city, ha3 made a splen­ 
did display of harness and saddlery, being 
one of the finest exhibits in the fair. 
H. S Crocker & Co. has a magnificent dis­ 
play of fancy stationery, printing, litho­ 
graphs, etc. This firm, as they have for 
years, are printing the State Fair Gazette iu 
th* lower hail. 
Billingsley & Co.’s display of wood and 
willow ware, Drooins, etc., on the w.est Bide 
of the lower hail, is a very large and credit­ 
able exhibit.

Range, have a large exhibit ia the northwest 
corner of the lower hall. Besidei the “ Gar­ 
land,” they have a display of a variety of 
other kinds of ranges and Btoves, and nearly 
every kind of ware known to a kitchen. The 
entire exhibit would be sufficient to stock a 
small store. 
LAST EVENING 
There were two additional attractions at the 
Pavilion. J. W. Greenlaw, who exhibits 
crockery manufactured by H. F. Bundock & 
Bro., had the raw material and a man show­ 
ing the process cf molding. The other ex­ 
hibition is something which bot few people 
have ever wbne?eed—the reeling of silk from 
the cocoon. This was begun last evening un­ 
der the auspices cf the California Board of 
Silk Culture. 
Through some unavoidable accident the 
electric iights were extinguished fur a few mo­ 
ments last evening, and th* c*owd thinking it 
was closing hour began to leave. The lights 
were soon lighted sgain. and those left 
breathed much inora free for the next halt 
hour, owing to the partial clearing of the 
hall.The Board at their meeting last evening 
passed a resolution requesting the business 
houses of the city to close to-morrow to allow 
employes to visit the fair. All the wholesale 
h?u-eg had agreed to this last eveuing excep 
ini? two or three that had not been seen ia re­ 
gard to the matter.

He is alw ijs correct, too, as cor­ 
rect and as good an authority in most cases 
as Bruce’s Stud Book. It is r.o; strauge that 
he should be so, either, for the horse is to 
him the one absorbing topic of conversation 
About one hundred runners of all ages are 
stabled at the Park, and their stalls extend 
aroUDQ to a point opposite Gr street to the 
cattle stalls. One hundred and thirty-two 
fceid of cattle occupy the stalls north and 
east of the juachine grounds. The exhibit of 
sheep, goats, swine and poultry are in pens 
and coops just north of the machinery ex­ 
hibits. The exhibits are first-class, but that 
of sheep and goats is smaller than that of last 
year. All cf the machinery at the Park was 
in motion yer erday. The Urge thrashing 
machine of Baker & Hamilton, run by a 
straw bnrnirg engine, and the sawmill of H. 
P. Gregory & Co., attracted the greatest at­ 
tention. 
At 10:30 A. II. a large company assembled 
to witncm the exhibition of the first tricycle 
brought to the valley. There were not less than 
2,000 ladieB and gentleman on the grounds 
and in the stands, to most of whom the three­ 
wheeled vehicle was a novelty, and among 
whom it awakened much curiosity. The tri­ 
cycle was propelled by the agent, L. M. Sut­ 
ton, of San Francisco, who exemplified the 
mode of operating it. A large number of 
citizens then tried their feet upon the pedals, 
and nearly all with success. The ladies de­ 
clined to undertake a ride on it in presence of 
such a crowd. Messrs. Scheld, Flint, Brown, 
Hawley and Marvin, of rhe Sacramento Bi­ 
cycle Club, appeared with their wheels and 
rude beside the tricyclist, and subsequently 
operatod the vehicle themselves. They also 
gave some examples of fancy bicycle riding. 
There waB no racing, there having been no 
announcement of or arrangement for it, and 
the track being too soft when used for horses.

The Eaces, 
The excellent programme of yesterday’s 
races drew out a very large attendance of 
spectators, there being not less than 9,000 
people on the grounds. It was Dot only a 
good third day, but on exceedingly good one 
so far as the number of spectators was con­ 
cerned. Tte stands were well tilled, the 
hitching paddock alive with vehicles, and the 
quarterstretch lobby and training Btreich well 
populated. 
The interest in the races 
this year seems to be augmented by the 
fact that the horses arr, with scarcely Bn ex­ 
ception, home products. California racing 
programmes ore now made up exclusively in 
many instances of California bred and raised 
stock, aod they are constantly clipping the 
records of the beat flyers east of the Rockies. 
Formerly the presence of a California racer 
was an exception. Evidently that day has 
gone by. California racers have done so well 
in the past few years that this State can BeBd 
oat on circuit now a corps of runners and 
trotters which it csn with pride and confi­ 
dence thillenge the world to defeat or even 
produce their i quale. Yesterday an admirer 
of the trotter Marion bought a cheap pool on 
her before the first heat. He remarked as he 
did so, “ I don’t know anything about the 
animal, but I tell you that Palo Alto Farm 
has won everything they have started for this 
je .r, and in my opinion they can teat the 
world.” The old gentleman’s judgment was 
good ; the mare won, and he left the track 
winner §750. The trsck was in excellent 
condition, the weather beautiful, with a 
Eliefct b eeze. 
The first race on the programme was m a­ 
rine, M sturi’y stoke, for four-yjar- Ids in 
1883. three mile dash—$100 entrance.

L o n d o n , A ugust 23, 1883. 
“ London is so cruel and so cold,” says 
th e heroine of a popular drama, and how 
m any in real life have been led to the eunie 
b itte r conclusion ! 
N ot th at there are no 
warm hearts, no hospitable homes, no gen­ 
uine friendships, no milk of hnman sym pa­ 
th y here. 
You can find all these, and the 
brightest examples of them th at this wide 
earth affords. H ands of help are stretched 
in all directions, and the eye of pity is 
open by day and night. 
There is no lack 
of churches to m inister to the soul, or of 
charitable institutions in which the pains 
and want3 of the body are relieved. 
The 
num ber of societies whose mission is to the 
poor and fallen is the chief glory of this 
metropolis. 
N or does philanthropy con 
te n t itself to work only through organized 
channels. 
The private purse opens to 
thousands of cases th at the public never 
hear of, and many are the noble lives sac­ 
rificed in this cause. 
On the sea coasts of 
th is land brave men are ever wratobing for 
stranded wrecks, and c wail of distress, or 
th e sight of a shivering spar, is the 


FIGNAL FOP. DEEDS OF HEROISM 
Such as the whole world pauses to admire. 
No there are always brave watchers on the 
edges of the great moral and social sea that 
heaves and tosses through the streets of 
th is city, and to every appeal for help th at 
reaches their earn a quick and generous re 
sponse is made. 
T he Miss Bakers, who 
labor among the poor till the overstrained 
nervous system gives way, and insanity or 
death ensues, are not so rare as the few 
published instances would lead one to sup­ 
pose, 
A study of the inner life of m etro­ 
politan charity would bring into the fore­ 
ground a whole host of these noble charac­ 
ters. 
W ith delicate frames, suggestive of 
th e loftiest spirits, these angels of mercy 
go everywhere. 
No slum of misery is too 
dark for them to penetrate, no outcast’s 
form too vile for their fair hands to touch, 
and none so low th a t they do not seek 
w ith kindliest looks and tenderest offices 
of love, persevered in often through pa­ 
tien t m onths and years, to win back the 
fallen one to virtue and respectability. 
Still, Loudon is cold and cruel. 
Its very 
vastness is enough to send a chill through 
th e heart of the unfortunate, and its rush­ 
ing life of business and pleasure helps this 
effect. 
THE WARM FIRES OF SYMPATHY 
Burn here, but how m any are so far awsy 
aB to never feel their influence or see their 
glow ! 
There are watchers to guard the 
coast, but w hat num bers of ships go down 
beyond the range of tbeir vision ! 
There 
are springs of w ater and cool oases of shade 
in the desert, but w hat m ultitudes perish 
before reaching these places, and w ithout 
knowing where to seek them ! 
Yet, after 
all, London is bitterly cold and cruel. 
I t 
is cruel in furnishing the weak with so 
many tem ptations and w ith such ready 
means of sinning ; crnel in those shameful 
conditions of its social life which commit 
so many of its blooming maidens to occu­ 
pations, said to be respectable, which make 
them the playthings of base men ; cruel 
and cold both, in that while it offers relief 
to a few victims, it does little or nothing 
in the line of prevention, and leaves the 
guilty authors of this scene of havoc With­ 
ou t punishm ent and largely w ithout re­ 
straint. 
“ LONDON* IS SO CRCF.I, AND SO COLD.” 
Into a woman’s lips did the dram atist 
p u t this piteous plaint, and women it is, 
th e unfortunate among women, who most 
keenly realize the b itter tru th of the 
words. 
A superficial beholder of life in 
th e metropolis would, however, find it dif­ 
ficult to understand this. 
There is a pe­ 
riod in the career of this class which is all 
gayety and apparent pleasure — a time 
when society, instead of repelling, seems 
to take them to its bosom. 
They are the 
life and soul of the Music H all audience, 
and are tolerated and even encouraged at 
the theaters. 
Few public houses close 
th eir doors against them . 
A t many of 
these they take their refreshm ents side by 
side w ith the most solid men of business 
and the most respectable of their own sex. 
T he public restaurants do not discriminate 
against such characters, and they are al­ 
lowed as mnch freedom in the use of the 
waiting-rooms of railway stations as the 
bona fide traveler. 
M any of them have 
sum ptuous apartm ents in the most aristo­ 
cratic neighborhoods, and, barring only 
invitations to private parties, they can 
mingle w ith the best. This íb the butterfly 
season of tbeir existence—bright, sunny, 
novel, and, alas ! in most cases very brief. 
L ittle or no coldness now. 
To look at the 
gay trappings, aod to listen to the merry 
laugh, you would scarcely think th at 
LIGHT-WINGED CREATURE 
H ad ever felt the sensations of a crawling, 
loathsome worm, 
B ut Bhe has, aad it will 
not be long before the old feelings of ab­ 
horrence and despair come back. 
The 
cheeks which glow now w ith artificial 
tin ts were once crimsoned w ith shame, and 
those lightly-tripping feet, keeping time 
to night to enchanting music, were, per­ 
chance, not many m onths ago, as they may 
be soon again, just on the point of carrying 
her madly to the Thames. 
This brief sea­ 
son of gaiety and sunshine is generally 
preceded, and frequently followed, by a 
time of gloom. 
The darkness first gathers 
when a life of sin in all its horrid repul- 
sivenrss first presents itself to the mind. 
D eath, which appears to be the only es­ 
cape from such a career, seemB to many to 
be the most preferable. 
The limp body of 
“ one more unfortunate ” floating in the 
river tell9 a story of London’s coldness and 
cruelty, and of a pure woman’s hopeless 
struggle against the forces of evil th at 
•bound here, such as m ight well bring 
tears even into the eyes of lust. 
Those 
who are carried by love of life or a fond 
dream of speedy reform beyond this first 
tem ptation, emerge, 
possibly, into tbe 
charm ed existence pictured above. 
They 
find the lot from which they had first 
turned away in horror not only tolerable, 
but in some respects enjoyable. 
Soon, 
however, a terrible change comes. 
N ot 
always by the name means, but it comes, 
and is not long delayed. 
The meshes of 
A FALSE AND GUILTY LOVE 
A ra woven about their frail hearts, and 
there is a sudden snapping of these deli­ 
cate cords ; or, the passion» being strong, a 
trivial quarrel w ith an acquaintance may 
be all th at is necessary to waken in their 
bosoms the sleeping demon of despair. Or, 
if nothing else shows them the blackness 
and hcllowneS3 and hopelessness of the life 
th ey are living, then, very soon, old Time

Certainly no one who visits th e State 
pair, and carefully examines the excellent 
and greatly varied productions upon exhi­ 
bition, can escape the reSection th a t Cali­ 
fornia’s greatness and unbounded resources 
have never yet been fully proclaimed or 
appreciated. 
As we emerge from the 
former 
im practicable 
effervescence 
of 
heralding and dwelling apon our wonderful 
scenery, gigantic trees, nneqnaled, m arvel­ 
ous th is and th at, and come down to the 
truly wonderful and grand—the unlim ited 
and varied productions of our State for 
m aintenance of 
earth's population, and 
BupplyiDg the world’s commerce—we shall 
commence to understand and appreciate 
th e true w orth of our heritage, and the due 
relative position to which we are entitled 
upon this higher basis among the several 
States. 
Only a few years since m any of the indus­ 
tries v, mch now are foremost in Califor­ 
nia were experim ental and regarded with 
doubt and extreme caution.

In the above case there 
were three carpenters and five common 
hands employed in shingling a summer­ 
house 84 by 24. 
I also found it required 
exactly SO pounds of three-penny shingle 
nails, or nearly four pounds of nails per 
1,000 shingles. 
A scientific authority rem arks th at facts 
collected by Mies Aamerod in Great Brit­ 
ain prove tn at there the damage caused by 
insects is in reality enormous. 
Not less 
than £2,000,000 will be found set down to 
aphides |jn the country where the inhabit­ 
ants are devoted to the cattle-raising in­ 
dustry, while the ravages annually caused 
by wire-worms, 
weevils, etc., to wheat, 
barley, peas, beans and tares seem to range 
between £2 and £3 an acre. 
Musknielon-growing is 
becoming 
ex­ 
ceedingly profitable in Southern Illinois. 
fa rm er and Fruit-Grower says : Lee Davis, 
of Anna, shipped from an acre planted 
early and receiving extra care, over 300 
bushel crates of melons, th e net receipts 
from which were over $500, cash in hand. 
Two other acres planted later yielded 
about the same amount, or $250 per acre. 
-John Ezell shipped over 350 crates from a 
little leBs thar. two acres, and received a 
little over $800. 
An expert suggests th at a daub of tar 
upon the noses of sheep during the months 
of duly and September is an effective pre­ 
ventive agaicBt the attacks of annoying, if 
not fatal, grubs. 
“ The sheep grub,” he 
says, " is not fatal, but very disagreeable, 
and doubtless has a bad effect upon the 
general health of the animal. 
If any one 
desires to study the subject he may find 
the grubs in many of the heads of the 
animals killed in the shambles at later 
months more or less fully developed.” 
A prom inent egg commission honse in 
Milwaukee requested the Sentinel to pub­ 
lish the following for the benefit of those 
desiring to seep their eggs in a m arketa­ 
ble condition : 
To one pint of salt and one 
pint of fresh lime add four gallons of boil­ 
ing w ater 
W hen cold put in stone jars. 
T hen w ith a dish let down your fresh eggs 
into it, tipping the dish after it fills w ith 
the liquid sc they will roll out w ith­ 
o u t cracking the shell, for if the shell is 
oracked the eggs will spoil. 
P a t the eggs 
in whenever yon have them fresh. 
Keep 
them covered in a cool place. 
C. E. Bowman, Commissioner of Agri­ 
culture for K entucky, is earnestly labor­ 
ing for the establishm ent of a State An­ 
nual W heat Show. 
H e says there is no 
fact better established than th at the pres­ 
ent w heat crop of K entucky is neither 
first-class in quality nor yield. 
W ith a 
view to ascertain where the list of the dif­ 
ferent varieties can be obtained, and at the 
earliest date, th at all may obtain it for 
seeding purposes, the Commissioner fixed 
his annual w heat show for Wednesday, 
Septem ber 12th, a t his office in Frankfort, 
Ky., the packages for exhibition to be put 
up securely in sacks, and contain not lees 
than a half bnshel. 
Mr. Bowman con­ 
cluded his circular w ith the words, “ I 
hope Sontb and Southw estern K entucky 
will do better than they have hitherto done 
a t any annual exhibition.” 
Speaking vf the profits to be derived 


from small farms well conducted, the Los 
Angeles H erald says : 
Mr. Noland, who 
purchased seventeen acres of land, with a 
house and an orchard thereon, last spring, 
near Downey, for $2.300, w a s in town ye:, 
terday w ith a load of frni*. 
He raises 
plums, pears, peaches, apples, apricots and 
tomatoes, and will this summer sell about 
$1 200 w orth of fruit. 
This result, gained 
in six m onths, from an expenditure of 
$2.300, is a very good showing of w hat csn 
he done in farmmg in the lowlands. 
Mr. 
N oland’s fruit is large and very fine. 
One 
apple tree, although not full grown, yielded 
thirty-tw o bushels of large apples. 
His 
plum trees bore very heavily, and the 
neighbors purchased them all 
at 
the 
orchard at three cents a pound. 
If he had 
brought them to the city they would have 
sold at six cents a pound. 
W ith this solid 
fact before our farmers, th at on the low­ 
lands where some alkali is in the soil, 
plums bear heavily and pay also heavily, 
it is strange they do not plant more plum 
trees. 
The Trade Journal, in an article on the 
fiber industries of America, insists th at 
there is n o ta State from the British bound­ 
ary line to the Gulf of Mexico which can­ 
not produce some fibrous plant th at will be 
a source of wealth to the grower. It says : 
“ Ju te is especially adapted to the rich 
alluvial soil of the Mississippi bottom 
lands. 
All th at was necessary for its sue- 
cessful introduction as a staple industry 
was the discovery of a mechanical device 
for separating the outward covering of the 
stem trom the fiber, a problem which it is 
now believed has been solved. 
The ma­ 
chine will be tested en a crop now growing 
in Mississippi. 
If it proves as successful 
as is anticipated, jute-growing will be 
added to our industries, aud w ithin a few 
years will prove a profitable rival to cotton 
as a leadiDg Southern product. 
The m ar­ 
ket for it is practically boundless, both at 
home and abroad. 
St. Louis alone, in the 
year 1882, m anufactured 11,000 yards of 
jute bagging. 
Every pound of the raw 
material was imported from India. 
‘ The celebrated New Zealand tlax, and 
the useful atocha, or esparto grass, can be 
successfully grown on the Pacific slope, 
while Southern California and Arizona 
abound with the cactus, which has not 
hitherto béen utilized. 
"S o far wo have only considered the 
plants more especially adapted for textile 
m anufacture, but in addition to these our 
whole country abounds with Beeds, grasses 
and plants, rich in material for tbe paper 
manufacturer. 
Iu all countries where 
paper is made, the cry for more fibers is 
heard, and the search for new sources of 
supply is constant, still the supply is not 
equal to 
the demand. 
Our Southern 
States alone can supply the world with 
all tbe paper stock it needs. 
All th at Í9 
necessary is to concentrate on our fiber 
industries intelligence, capital and enter­ 
prise. 
" W ith flax and other fiber-producing 
plants properly utilized, and jute and 
ramie successfully introduced, 
together 
with the products of our cotton-tields, a 
matchless combination of wealth-produc­ 
ing raw material would be added to the 
resources of the country, aud a mar vel­ 
ona impetus be given to textile m anufact­ 
ures, 
an industry, the importance of 
which cannot be overestimated, presenting 
a diversified range almost boundless, and 
promising a fine and reliable basis for the 
future industrial prosperity of our na­ 
tion.”

LA N D 
M ON O PO LIZATION 
AGAIN 


The St. 
Louie Globe-J)emocrat, which 
evidently is ill informed as to the facts, 
declares that there is nothing to worry 
about (n the purchase of estates in this 
country by rich Englishmen. 
It goes so 
far as to designate those who hold other­ 
wise contemptuously, and to declare that 
they set up men of straw for the mere 
pleasure of knocking them down. 
It then 
proceeds to indulge in a great deal of 
forced wit about people who live in a 
nightmare oi fear over the encroachments 
of landlordism. 
Tqíb is a trivial way of 
treating a subject worthy of serious de­ 
bate. 
The St. Louis journal is ill advised 
if it does not know that the disposition of 
population to centralize in cities is a grow­ 
ing one, and that he well serves his 
country who exerts himself to counteract 
this tendency. 
Machinery is daily making 
the capacity of a general workman of less 
importance, and the specialists in the me­ 
chanic arts are taking the place of the old­ 
time workers. 
The demand of the country 
is, hence, for the diffusion of labor, and 
the employment of men in those vocations 
where greatest independence of citizenship 
will result. 
There is no following that at 
all compares with agriculture in its con­ 
tribution to the material strength of a 
nation and the independence of the indi­ 
vidual. 
Whatever therefore tends to limit 
this and tkrow it into the hands of the 
few to the exclusion of the many, is detri­ 
mental to the nation, for it narrows the 
production of homes in which the nation 
must 
find 
its 
greatest 
strength. 
U ntil within 
fifty 
years the English 
merchants, 
as 
a 
mass, 
have 
not 
been 
large 
money-makers. 
They 
are 
now possessed of means, and of an ambi­ 
tion, which ahould possess all men, to own 
land. 
Unable to obtain it at home in the 
desired large tracts, they come to America 
to secure estates that are forbidden them 
by the necessities of the situation in Eng­ 
land. 
Now we prefer that such estates 
should be in the hands of American citi­ 
zens, and that mere preference, in our 
view, is an argument to which no sufficient 
reply can be made. 
The reasons for it are 
found in a praiseworthy patriotism, and 
the fears that a low grade aristocracy will 
result from the possession of vast tracts of 
land by aliens are not ill founded. Tnereis 
an aristocracy indeed which we prefer, and 
it is well described by our contemporary, 
‘'an aristocracy that 'is being constantly 
recruited from the working people.” That 
these may have the largest opportunities 
to that end, we would hold the soil of the 
country at their command. 
That kind of 
an aristocracy is subject to constant muta­ 
tions, and it contains its corrective within 
Itself, for our people are indeed in a con­ 
stant state of flax among themselves, so 
far as wealth is concerned, and we are of 
those who believe it is well that this should 
ba. 
But the introduction of the alien 
landlord here will tend to check this mani­ 
festation, and for that very reason we op­ 
pose him. 
W e are not of those who be­ 
lieve that the country is, or is to be, in 
great danger because of the vast wealth of 
the few. 
In - the very nature of things 
the 
aggregation 
of 
vast 
capital 
in 
the 
hands 
of 
enterprising 
men 
in 
America 
must 
not 
only 
be 
the 
rule, 
but it 
is 
well 
that 
it 
is 
so. 
The great enterprises of the nation coaid 
3« i£ u carried on but for massed capital, 


and without it the development of the 
country to its present high state would 
have been impossible. 
It has made possi­ 
ble the settling up of the country with the 
homes for which we would have the soil re­ 
served from the grasp of the alien who has 
an ambition to be a landlord. 
That the 
large holdings by aliens or others will 
bring a great amount of property to the 
assessment rolls of the country is undenia­ 
ble, nor the resultant contribution to the 
wealth of the nation we admit ; but we 
deny the Globe'» dogmatic assertion that 
" we can stand a great amount of this kind 
of business.” 
The limit íb not nearly so 
remote as our 
contemporary supposes. 
Taxation and swollen assessment rolls are 
not the chief ends and aims of government. 
W e prefer the smaller rolls and the in­ 
creased poll lists ; 
smaller holdings and 
more homes ; fewer aliens and more citi­ 
zens ; fewer landlords and more freemen. 
When the Globe and its followers tell us 
that there is no danger to the country from 
the incomint! of alien capitalists upon our 
lands, and that they will possess no influ­ 
ence upon the politics and society of the 
country, they repeat the stale arguments 
that were advanced in favor of the exten 
sion of slavery. 
The alien landlord is the 
master of his tenant ; as much so as if he 
owned him, if he desires to be. 
“ Does 
any one 
really 
think 
that 
the few 
aliens holding land in the United States are 
likely to prove dangerous to our interests ?” 
asks the Globe, and we reply—the few? 
no, but the few invite the many, and from 
these there are dangers to be apprehended. 
No conflagration hurts into flame at once ; 
all things have their beginnings, and all be­ 
ginnings are small. 
W ant of fixity in the 
occupation of the soil is always a defect in 
national character, and alien land owner­ 
ship promotes that evil. 
Our own should 
be taught the value that resides in land­ 
holding independence, 
and the historic 
truth that national decay is always pre­ 
ceded by loss of personal interest in the 
soil. 
One of the most distinguished politi­ 
cal economists of the age has said of that 
which the Globe makes food for sneers : 
“ It is admitted on all hands, and has been 
authenticated in one country after another 
in the most distinct language, that the re­ 
lations of citizens to one another in respect 
of land is one of the most prominent de­ 
partments of political science.” 
But in 
the estimation of the Globe it is a “ bug­ 
bear,” a question that “ makes a noise 
wholly disproportionate to its importance.” 
The Globe, in short, believes, and says, 
that “ those who fear danger from land 
monopolization 
by 
aliens 
are 
‘mush­ 
brained’ reformers, working at long range.” 
Yet in the next breath it confesses the 
whole case by the remark that long hefore 
the 
monopolization 
of 
land in Amer­ 
ica 
can 
do 
us 
any 
eerions 
in­ 
jury, 
“ the 
estates 
in 
question 
will 
be broken up under the operation of our 
laws.” 
We incline to concurrence in that 
belief, but the difference between the Globe 
and the “ mush-brained reformers ” is this, 
that the latter prefer to prevent than to 
break up ; prefer a present email reform, 
if the Globe pleases, to a later great revo­ 
lution, for the “ mush-brained ” do not for­ 
get, as does the wise journal of St. Louis, 
that in the life of every nation there comes 
a time when the whole of the desirable 
soil of the country is appropriated, and the 
question of its ownership, as related to the 
demands of the population and the civiliza­ 
tion of the people, becomes the one only 
and overshadowing question. 
Also, that 
while 
population 
may be indefinitely 
created and reproduced, the soil cannot be ; 
the one has a limit, the other has none.

The P.ecord-U xion on Monday again 
urged upon the public the necessity for some 
deliberate and forcible action, at an early 
day, with a view of securing from Con­ 
gress in December full recognition of the 
claims of this people relative to the pres­ 
ervation of the navigation of the Sacra­ 
mento river. 
The imperative need for 
action on the part of the Federal Govern­ 
ment to preserve the integrity of this 
natural highway is not questioned in any 
quarter. 
Our evening contemporary, after 
indorsing these views, asks how we pro­ 
pose “ to set the people in motion ?” and 
then proceeds to declare that “ thereis but 
one way to save the Sacramento river and 
reopen it to navigation, and that is to stop 
hydraulic mining.”

of 
the 
Federal 
Government, 
should be sufficient to awaken the people 
to their duty in the premises. 
If not, let 
them Buffer the consequences. Iteration on 
the part of the press is no longer demanded 
in the light of the knowledge now pos­ 
sessed by the public. 
If no official body 
in the Sacramento valley considers the mat­ 
ter of sufficient moment to inaugurate the 
movement necessary, the R e c o r d - U n i o n 
will be content to regret the fatal apathy. 
It has certainly done its full duty in the 
premises. 
As to the stoppage of hydraulic mining, 
it very explicitly stated its views last Sat­ 
urday—which are precisely those it enun­ 
ciated years ago—in these words : 
“ The R ecord-U niox has held steadily 
that if remedial measures are feasible, they 
should be applied, bat if no such measures 
can be devised, then, in natural justice, 
hydraulic mining should cease, unless those 
directly profited by such operation shall 
prevent, at their own cost, all injury to 
private property, and all damage to the 
navigable waters o f the State, ” 
Whatever the disposition of the mining 
question, there remains the fact that the 
debris now in the tributaries of the river is 
sufficient to destroy the navigation of the 
Btream and that possible disaster mast be 
averted by some means, and the Federal 
Government should assume the duty. 


The Commercial- Bulletin of New York 
urges that steps be taken to secure a repeal 
of the Chinese Uostnction Act, on the 
ground : 
First, that it is distasteful to 
the sensibilities of the United States offi­ 
cers who are called upon to execute it, and 
second, that it would be a statesmanlike 
policy on the part of the United States to 
cultivate friendly relations with China, and 
to that end it can conceive of nothing 
l 
o 
more timely than the rescinding of “ the 
piece of legislation which has needlessly 
cast obloquy upon certain classes of its 
subjects, and imposed serious hardships 
upon others without conferring upon ua 
any compensation or benefits worth taking 
into account.” 
The first point is certainly 
a strong one. 
The Government should, of 
course, enact no laws offensive to the deli­ 
cate sensibilities of the gentlemen who 
draw their salaries without a twinge of 
conscience. 
Hereafter, before we consider 
the policy of a law at all, let us consnlt 
our servants to ascertain if their sensibili­ 
ties will be wounded by requiring aliens to 
obey it. 
Bat seriously, there is no evi­ 
dence that any official ha9 suffered a parti­ 
cle of anguish because of the Restriction 
Act—and it would be no test of the wis­ 
dom of the law if there was any such evi­ 
dence. 
As to the last proposition, the 
New York paper is also ill-advised. China 
has given no sign that she considers the 
Restriction Act hostile. 
On the contrary, 
she openly consented to it in advance, and 
needed no persuading either. 
Our com­ 
mercial relations with that country never 
have, do not now, and nover can depend 
upon the coming of the coolie class from 
her shores to ours. 
Oar intercourse com­ 
mercially with China has in no wise been 
interrupted by the Restriction Act, and 
the Celestial kingdom has not manifested 
the slightest discontent over the fact that 
some of her laboring people are not per­ 
mitted to migrate to California or any 
other part of the Union. 
Such arguments 
as the Commercial Bulletin advances are 
unworthy a journal capable of so much 
more dignified modes of reasoning. 


S H A K E S P E A R E 
BONES. 


What has long been anticipated, is about 
to take place -Shakespeare’s grave is to be 
opened to settle the question as to whether 
the conventional head of the dramatist 
which art has given us is true. 
By exam­ 
ination of the skull of the poet it Í9 hoped 
to determine the dispute whether the bold 
front and lofty brow of the traditional 
j basts are genuine. 
If it shall prove now 
that we have been all these yearB de­ 
ceived, and that Shakespeare was a low­ 
browed, narrow-headed 
and 
ill-formed 
creature, with a dome not fit for the seat 
of genius, how cruel will be the unmask­ 
ing, and how bitterly we shall curse the 
disturbers of the moldering remains. 
It 
is to be hoped that the very bones will be 
found to have crumbled into dust, and to 
have left no key by which the curious may 
satisfy their speculations. 
But we may 
indulge the wish, with no offense to the 
traditions, that from the grave will be ex­ 
humed something to throw light npon, and 
settle forever the unprofitable dispute as 
the authorship of works the world has 
credited 
to Shakespeare. 
Though the 
church authorities of Stratford! have given 
the requisite permission for the exhuma­ 
tion, the disturbe» of the tomb must feel 
some trepidation as they read the inscrip­ 
tion that bids them stay their hands : 


Good friend lor lesus sake forbare 
To digit th e duet encloased here : 
Blest be tbe man th a t spares these stones. 
A nd cu rst be be th a t movea my bones.

T he N bw Vavii.ion. — Consi.ierab’e in­ 
quiry in made for the Dew Uaviiion by visit­ 
or?, who desire to eee the work even ia its ia* 
compieto state. 
The new Pavilion is located 
at the corner of Fifteenth and N streets, in 
the east end of Capitol Park extension. 
The 
building is now nearly all inclosed, and a 
good idea can be had of its immense propor­ 
tions and of the style of its arnhi.tciure. 
The only prominent leatures whiuh the pres­ 
ent Btate i f thn work do not disclose are the 
outer dome, which will rise 25 feet ah ;ve the 
present framework, and the four semicircnlar 
mservatoriea, which will fill the corners 
made by the nnion of the four wines. 
The 
structure is 400 feet long in all directions, and 
the floor area exceeds that of any baiidtng on 
the coast. 
Tne cost of the Pavilion was 
placed at $80,000, including plumbing, wlrch 
the Kuectory rt'Birved to itself. 
I t is be­ 
lieved that the structure will cost the con­ 
tractor ia excess of that sum for the building 
alone. 
The city of Sacramento and the 
;<>uaty of Sacramento furnished §40,000 of 
the sum called for and the State the remain­ 
ing §40,000.

TIMBER LAND SWINDLE. 
Inform ation from sources which are ap­ 
parently reliable has been received, show­ 
ing th at a gigantic land steal is in process 
of consummation in one of the northern 
counties of tie State.

are true the public will be robbed of sev­ 
eral million dollars in an immense tim ber 
tract turned over to a handful of capital­ 
ists, mostly foreign. I t is charged th at the 
combination which has been formed for 
this purpose made use of the grossest per­ 
jury aud trickery. 
I t is understood th at 
the U nited States Grand Jury, now in ses­ 
sion, is about to investigate the subject. 
Startling developm ents are expected. 


HOW PETITIONS ARE MADE. 
Four young men engaged in canvassing 
for names to a petition which is addressed 
to the Governor requesting him to call an 
an extra session of the Legislature for re­ 
moving the “ recreant ” Railroad Commis­ 
sioners, have related a story in connection 
w ith their work which shows th at \V. M. 
Gillespie, of 410 K earny street, offered 
them «ne cent for each signature obtained. 
A fter collecting about C00 names they re­ 
quested 
payment, which was refused. 
They then exposed the whole echcme, in 
which they allege th a t Harrison, of R ich­ 
ards k Harrison, put up $50 to further the 
plans. 


CANDIDATE FOR SUPERIOR JUDGE CHOSEN. 
A meeting of the Bar Association was 
held Tuesday afternoon for the purpose of 
suggesting a candidate for. the Governor’s 
nomination as J udge of the Superior Court, 
vice Evans, resigned. 
The rooms of the 
Association were crowded and considerable 
interest was taken in the proceedings. 
Judge Stanley presided. 
The names of T. 
7.. Blakeman, T. H . Reardon, Horace G. 
P latt, E. P. Cole and H. T. Talcoit were 
presented. 
T. H. Reardon was the choice 
of the Association, and the Secretary was 
requested to notify the Governor of its se­ 
lection. 
The eubject of salaries of Judges 
of the Superior Court was then taken up, 
and in conclusion a resolution was adopted 
requesting the Governor to call the atten ­ 
tion of the Legislature to the m atter, in 
the hope of an advancement of the present 
salaries. 
A STRIKE ON SHIPBOARD. 
On last Saturday the English steamer 
M adras left this port for Honolulu and 
Hongkong. 
For a long time there had 
been bad feeling between the master, Cap­ 
tain Bradley, and his officers, but it did 
not develop itself till ju st before the pilot 
was ready to leave the steamer. 
Some or­ 
der given by the Captain was replied to by 
the first mate in an insulting manner, to 
which the Captain replied by giving the 
m ate a thrashing. 
This occurred just out­ 
side the heads, and after the pilot left the 
Captain ordered the engineer to put on 
steam and go ahead. 
B ut a council of war 
had been held in the engine room between 
the first and second mates and the first, 
second and third engineers, and they all 
decided not to go to sea w ith Captain Brad­ 
ley, and consequently the order to “ go 
ahead ” was met w ith a blank refusal. The 
Captain then ordered the sailors to hoist 
sail, w ith the intention of proceeding on 
the voyage at any rate. 
W hen the sails 
were set and the steam er under way the 
three engineers put on steam and worked 
the propeller the reverse way, and the 
steam being stronger than the sails, the 
vessel came back to the starting place stern 
first and the anchor was dropped. 
The 
m atter was finally compromised, and the 
steam er proceeded to sea. 


A CHINESE LAND SEEKER. 
A Chinese living near Dayton, N ev., re­ 
cently applied to the State Land Office for 
the purchase of fifty acres of land in Lyon 
county. 
His application was refused, but 
his attorney will take the case to the 
U nited States Supreme Court, 
The case 
is a new one in Nevada and is w ithout 
precedent in this State. 
The nearest ap­ 
proach to it was th a t of a Kanaka who ap­ 
plied for land to the U nited States Land 
Office, but he had declared his intention of 
becoming a citizen. 
If a Chinaman is al­ 
lowed to file his declaration of intention, 
he is then entitled to take up Government 
land, even if he never becomes a citizen. 


A DEAF-MUTE RECEPTION. 
The Young Men's Christian Association 
tendered a reception to the deaf-mutes of 
this city and Oakland at their parlors, 232 
Sutter street, Tuesday evening. 
The spa­ 
cious room was well.filled by the mutes, 
most of whom were young men. 
Short 
addresses were delivered by TVter B. Si­ 
mons. V ice-President of the Association, 
and H enry J. McCoy, General Secretary, 
which were interpreted by Miss K ate 
Crandall, a teacher in the State Institution 
for the Deaf and Dumb and Blind at Berk­ 
eley. 
Addressea were given in the sign 
language by M ibb Theo Grady and Theo 
d’Estrella. 
The object of the meeting was 
the organization of a social and religious 
work among these people in the city, and 
it was decided to hold services in the As­ 
sociation buildtDg on the first and third 
Sunday of each month. 


THE SOBRANTE PATENT. 
The patent for the (Uncho El Sobrante, 
containing 19 0S2.49 acres, confirmed to 
J. J. and Victor Castro, dated August 11th, 
waa received in the U nited States Land 
Office in thia city on A ugust 27th. 
The 
claimants have all been notified, but no 
action has been taken since it was granted. 


MISCELLANEOUS.

A shark four feet long was caught from 
the end of Broadway wharf Tuesday morn­ 
ing. 
Sixty live Chinamen en route to China 
came down from V ictoria on the last trip 
of the Dakota. 
The California Conference of the M eth­ 
odist Episcopal Church will begin next 
W ednesday in the H ow ard-street M eth­ 
odist Episcopal Church. 
Joseph Du Prat, a pioneer resident of 
this city, died on Monday laBt a t his resi­ 
dence, aged 60 years. The deceased arrived 
here in 1S50 from New Orleans. 
Dr. Cogswell has tiled with the Board 
of Supervisors a formal and unconditional 
relinquishm ent of all right, title and in­ 
terest in tbe three fountains he has pre­ 
sented to the city. 
The steamehip P ity of New York, which 
arrived from Sydney on the 7th instant, 
brought to this port, among its living 
freight, fifty head of A ustralian sheep, im ­ 
ported by J . B. Haggin.

State Engineer Hall, in the second part 
of his report w ith reference to sewerage, 
tak es up the snbject of utilizing liquid 
sewage by using it as a fertilizer. 
W hile 
th is is not a new idea, such use having 
been made of it for m any years in some 
European countries, the application is new, 
w ith most readers, and his treatm ent of 
the subject will therefore be of interest. 
Cultivated land, says Mr. Hall, is the 
natura!, as it is th e best, practicable 
medium for the purification of the noxious 
m atters which pollute the waters of sew­ 
age. 
Land of suitable soil, properly pre­ 
pared. w ith the environments of locality 
and climate favorable, affords, to judicious 
use, all the essential conditions under 
which the chemical changes necessary for 
the purification of sewage w aters take 
place, in the most presentable form for the 
purpose, th at we can hope to find in 
practice. 


the a irn o s o? son. axii air 
The immediate object to be held in view is 
to prevent decomposition or arrest fermen­ 
tation of the organic m atters contained in 
th e sewage, and thus forestall the develop­ 
m ent of organic germs, or the conditions 
under which they may be developed, and 
the giving off of foul odors. 
M oisture to 
saturation being an essential condition to 
tbis procesa of decomposition or ferm enta­ 
tion, and Bubsfqnent development, the re­ 
moval of such excessive m oisture deprives 
the m atter of the environm ent necessary 
to the baneful action. 
The action of the 
air upon the particles of m atter is essen­ 
tia l to the rapid change which it is desired 
to produce, and dispersion or separation of 
these particles is eesential to the free 
access of the air. 
In applying sewage to land the exact 
conditions are produced which best adm it 
of those natural actions ; the putrescible 
particles are arrested in their course or ad­ 
here to the granules of earth which ab­ 
sorb the moisture from them , thuB arrest­ 
ing de: >i:position, and hold them subject 
to the action of the air, thus effecting 
their oxidation, and finally, vegetation 
afterw ards a^dm ilates the resultant m at­ 
ters, and so the change becomes complete. 
MESí'LT OK EXPERIMENTS. 
The question of sewage disposal has at­ 
tracted a great deal of attention in Eng­ 
land, and the conclusion arrived at by such 
inquiries has been either unqualifiedly in 
favor of irrigation in all cases where pos­ 
sible, or in all cases where convenient. 
I have been unable to find one authori­ 
tative verdict against it. 
Differences of 
opinion are only in th e degree of favor 
shown it, as to the necessity of precipitat­ 
ing the solid m atter before using the liquid 
ou the land, or as to the area of land 
necessary for a fixed arrtount of sewage, 
etc. Individual opinions of civil engineers, 
sanitarians, chemistB of high standing, and 
town authoritiea m ight be quoted by the 
chapter, which coincide with them . 
RENEF1TS DERIVED, 
Numerous results and experiments, both 
in this country and Europe, are cited by 
Mr. Hal! in support of this method,among 
which is the report of the “ Select Com- ¡ 
m ittee on the Sewage of Towns.” ap­ 
pointed by Parliam ent in 1 Still. 
Of the 
points in its favor contained in than report 
are th ese ; 
“ Sewage contains the elements of eyery 
crop which is grown.” 
“ Sewage contains a large amount of 
heat, which in itself is beneficial in stim u­ 
lating vegetation.” 
“ A judicious use of tow n sewage perm a­ 
nently improves land.” 
“ Sewage may be applied to common 
grass, Italian rye grass, and also to roots 
and grain crops w ith great advantage, 
dressings with sewage hastening vegeta­ 
tion.” 
“ Sewage-grown grass has a great effect 
in increasing the quantity and richness of 
the milk of cows, as well as improving 
the condition of the cattle, which prefer 
sewaged grass to all others.” 
“ The earth possesses the power cf ab­ 
sorbing from sewage all the manure which 
it contains, if the dressings in volume are 
proportioned to the depth and quality of 
the soil.” 
“ Sewage may be applied with advantage 
to every description of soil which is nat. 
urallv or artificially drained.” 
“ Freeh sewage at the outfall of the 
sewers, even in the hottest weather, is 
very slightly offensive ; and if applied to 
th e land in this state in such dressings as 
can at once be absorbed by the earth, fear 
of nuisance need not b8 felt, as the soil 
possesses the power to deodorize and sep­ 
arate from liquids all the manure which 
they contain.” 
SANITARY INFLUENCE OF SEWAGE FARMS 
I t is m aintained th at lands irrigated 
w ith sewage are not prdfiuctive of sickness 
to the residents upon them , and authorities 
in support are given. 
Among these, a 
com m ittee oi the Royal A gricultural So­ 
ciety of England, after full investigation 
of the entire subject as to the feasibility 
of this method of 
disposing of sewage, 
said upon this branch of the question : 
“ W ith respect to the sanitary aspect of 
sewage farming, the above table will show 
th at the rate of m ortality on an average of 
the num ber of years which these farms 
have been in operation does not exceed 
3,000 per annum. 
This is a very low rate, 
but in all probability in may not be lower 
than would be found in an equal number 
of selected lives taken from an agricultural 
district. 
The results of the sanitary in­ 
quiry show th at sewage farming is not 
detrim ental to life or health.” 


REASONS FOR LACK OF SUCCESS. 
W here the use of sewage waters in irri­ 
gation has failed to prove an efficient means 
of disposing of them, or of so far purifying 
them as to render them as tit to be put into 
rivers as the drainage waters from any 
highly cultivated, stocked or manured farm 
lands, it ie asserted upon the highest au­ 
thority, and generally acceded to, th at 
such result is due to one or more of five 
canses: 
The quality of sewage applied has been 
too great for the land irrigated under the 
mmediate and surrounding circumstances ; 
The soil cf the land has been radically*, 
nnsuitcd for the purpose, or it has not been 
properly prepared for such use ; 
The manner of application has been care­ 
less, or from other cause needlessly ineffi­ 
cient ; 
The land has been kept continuously in 
use for sewage purification, w ithout culti­ 
vation and growth of crops, for too long a 
period of tim e ; or, 
The sewage itself has been exceptionally 
foul and full of putrescible m atter, and 
has not been treated or defecated before 
application to the land. 


THE REFORM MOVEMENT. 
The report of the State Engineer pro­ 
ceeds to show the necessary conditions and 
treatm ent for obviating such causes of 
failure, and gives extended facts and sug­ 
gestions generally on this point. 
I t then 
reviews 
.the 
stages 
of 
development 
by 
which 
this 
process 
of 
applying 
aewage 
became 
established 
as 
suc­ 
cessful 
and 
the 
numerous 
dis­ 
appointm ents and failures which it inclu­ 
ded. 
An early and leading fallacy con­ 
nected w ith the establishing of sewage 
irrigation was th at it was represented sb 
an inducem ent to the municipalities to 
clarify their sewage waters, th at the re­ 
sulting solid m anure would be of sufficient 
m arket value to more than cover the ex­ 
pense of the process, together w ith interest 
on the works. 
HesayB : “ So it has trans­ 
pired th at irrigation is simply a method of 
purifying sewage w aters, efficient in itself 
under ordinary conditions ; th a t sewerage 
is a process of clearing filth from a town, 
and th a t 'tow ns m ust pay to be clean,’and 
cannot make capital out of their offal, at 
leaat not in England.” 


H IS CONCLUSIONS, 
Concluding this branch of the subject, 
th e SU te Engineer says : 
In closing this part of my report, I call 
.«TO s. Axn to the points which I have en- 
jL-avuced to m ake apparent, viz,; 


T hat irrigation is the proper mode of 
disposing of sewage waters. 
T hat their proper use on properly pre­ 
pared lands does not produce an insanitary 
condition of the immediate neighborhood. 
T hat by proper appliances and manage­ 
ment, the neighborhood of a sewage-irri­ 
gated field need not be even moderately 
offensive, but will be inoffensive. 
T hat in clim ates suited for irrigation at 
all, sewage watera are valuable, and ought 
not to be thrown away. 
The opinions in older countries are 
almost unanimous as to the above-men­ 
tioned points.

the gtrn, determined to arrest the thief 
and eeize the diamond, probably for the 
purpose of keeping it him-elf, rioaaibly of 
restoring it to its owner. 
The Jew ish mer­ 
chant, becoming alarmed, traip-fcrred the 
diamond to an Armenian for 500,000, who 
knew th at if he could get it to St. 
Petersburg the rich and famous C ath­ 
arine

The trouble was to 
hide it about his person so th at it could 
not be discovered. 
Being too large for 
him to swallow, he made a deep inci­ 
sion in the calf of his leg, inserted the 
stcne and sewed np tbe wound with sil­ 
ver thread.

H ere Ccunt Orlov saw it, and de­ 
term ined to buy it for his mistress, this 
same Empress. 
He gave $350,000 for it, 
an annuity of 2,000 roubles a year and a 
patent of nobility. 
The Armenian be­ 
came through various investm ents a mill­ 
ionaire.

M isso o la (M . T ). September 12 fc.—Sen­ 
ator Vest ami Delegate M agincis, of the In­ 
dian Mr i - i m, returned here tn-day from 
St. M art's Mission, B itíe- K w t Vallay. 
At 
the Fiathaad Aitenov the Indiins refused 10 
sell any p rtion of their rest rre, or move 
to anottexr reservation. 
They se ii they hud 
no grievances, and were highly pleased with 
their Agent, M»]or R jnan, and ail tte y de­ 
sired was to krep whisk,: w a y from their 
young meD. Th- Pen d'O.eille and Kotenai 
chiefs indorsed th9 above. 
The S . Ignatius M us on Schools, also on 
tbe reservation, wer-j visited by the Louimib- 
sion. 
The schools are well conducted by the 
Sisters of Charity and priests. 
About fifty 
Indian girls and the same number of boys 
are being educated, and they shew remarka­ 
ble proficiency. 
Senae r A est spoke highly 
of the teachers and pupils. 
The council at St. Mary’s Mission yester­ 
day was rather dramatic, 
Chanos, the Fiat- 
head chief, with a few hundred Indians, has 
steadily refused to go upon the re-ervaiion. 
The Indians cultivate a few ranches, but are 
steadily growing poorer, and the vahey is 
thickly settled by whites. 
The reservation 
Indians and whites want the Indians removed 
to the reservation to avoid anticipated trouble. 
In the council Senator Vest and Maginnis 
sat opposite the coiefa. 
Through an inter' 
preter V est explained his mission. _ 
Charles, who is a noled brave, with a faca 
of wonderful strength and massiveness, gaz-d 
defiantly at V est for a moment, and then be­ 
gan his reply. 
“ W e are only a few. 
We 
are poor and weak. 
You want to place your 
foot upon our reck, and grind our faces in the 
dust, but I will not go. 
I will go to the 
plain* 
” 
“ Nez Forces tried to go to the plains,” 
broke in Vest. 
“ Look, there are no plains 
now ! 
Too white men are as thick as leaves 
from ocean to ocean. 
If you do not get a 
title to your lar.ds here, like the white men, 
the soldiers will come some day and place 
you upon a re-ervfttion.’ 
“ M y hands and those cf my p?ople are 
free from the white man’s 
blood,” said 
Oh arlos. 
“ When the Nez Forces came here 
we protested to the whites. 
W hy does the 
white man take bis part from us now ?” 
Tnen he took < ff his hat, threw it upon the 
floor, stamped npou it, and with blazing eyes 
gazing upon V est he shouted, “ You n:ay 
take Charles to the reservation, but there 
■will be no breath in his nostrils. Charles will 
be dead ; be w ill never go there alive.” 
Senator V est stood up and answered the 
tawny chieftain in language as emphatie as 
his own, “ that he must obey the white man's 
laws as implicitly as did the white man. 
If 
he did not, he must go where the Government 
chooses to send him .” 
Before the Council broke up Churlos agreed 
to go to Washington with A veat lío . an and 
talk the matter over with the Great Father. 
The 
Commissioners 
leave 
to-night for 
H elena and the Blackfoot Agency, thence to 
Fort Asriuiboine to meet the northern tribes. 
A P henom enal Horse, 
C hicago, September 12th.—The Tribune's 
Indianapolis special says : The local sporting 
fraternity is now agog over the latest sensa­ 
tion in the shape of horseflesh, and if the 
tales told are true it is certainly a wonder. 
John Martin, a blacksmith at Nobit svilie, 
twenty miles north of here, is the owner of 
the horse, a oix-year-oid stallion. 
H e ac­ 
cepted an old mare in payment for a debt, 
and she foaled the horse. 
The sire is not 
known. 
Martin did not know what a prize 
he had, and since the animal was broken he 
has been driven to the owner’s buggy. 
Re­ 
cently Martin was led to believe that he 
m ight venture to eater the county fair races 
with some promise of success, but when he 
applied at Noblesville and elsewhere he was 
hooted at.
